LONDON, Feb. 6.-—““We pay King 
George £10,750 a month and his son, 
the Duke of Kent and his wife one 
shilling a minute. These parasites 
are living on the wealth of the 
country,” declared J. McGovern, 
Glasgow Laborite in the House of 
Commons debate on the bill to re- 
organize the dole system last night.

DEATH FROM TICK BITE HELD 
ACCIDENTAL IN $25,000 SUIT 


Widow Awarded Money Under 
Double Indemnity Clause in 
Husband's Insurance Policy. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 6.—Mrs. 
Mercedes E. Foley of The Dalles 
won a suit yesterday to collect dou- 
ble indemnity on the insurance pol- 
icy of her husband, Pat Foley, who 
died 17 days after being bitten by 
a wood tick while on a hunting trip. 

The $25,000 policy had a double 
indemnity clause calling for pay- 
ment of twice the amount in case 
the insured was killed accidentally. 

The jury in Federal Court held 
the bite constituted a “bodily in- 
jury, effected through external 
violent and accidental means,” and 
awarded Mrs. Foley the additional 
$25,000.

|“extremely grave” and that auto- 
mobile werk had—-the. right to 
submit disputes to the National La- 
bor Relations Board, headed by 
Francis Biddle. 

Federation leaders had charged 
that the board’s employe elections 
and method of collective bargaining 
were illegal. Ogburn called it 
“completely unacceptable to. or- 
| ganized labor” and said that when 
| the Federation withdrew from an 
agreement under which it was set 
up, the board became legally non- 
existent. With this President Roose- 
velt disagreed. 

President's Reply. 


The Wolman board “is not only 
(functioning to prevent Sere “4- 
| ion against employes and otherwis¢ 
to carry out the purposes of its cre- 
ation,” Mr. Roosevelt's letter said, 
“but it is engaged also in the very 
mportant work of holding elections, 
whereby through the secret ballot, 
under Government supervision, all 
employes are being given a full and 
fair opportunity to designate their 
representatives, choosing them 
either as individuals, or as repre- 
sentatives of a labor organization.” 

If the Government should annul 
the board’s powers, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, “it would be placed in the posi- 
tion of preventing the employes 
from voting.” 

Ogburn’s letter asking for aboli- 
tion of the board was dated Jan, 28, 
three days before the code was re- 
newed. 

Before he received Mr. Roosevelt's 
letter, Ogburn had also asked 
NRA’s administrative board to dis- 
card the Wolman board's election 
returns. 

Unionization Campaign. 

Federation leaders today were 
completing plans for industrial un- 
ions for automobiles and steel. 

Francis J. Dillon, general organ- 
izer, left for the automobile cen- 
ters to rally employes in the inter- 
est of the United Automobile Work- 
ers. He said last night in Atlanta, 
Ga., that the federation was readv 
to advise the automobile workers if 
a strike were found necessary. 

Steel organization gave the feder- 
ation leaders a perplexing problem. 
Michael F. Tighe, president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, the federa- 
tion unit in the industry, has begun 
expulsion proceedings against mem- 
bers who attended a “rump” con- 
vention that wanted to make the 
Amalgamated more militant. 

Such a policy also is demanded by 
several officials high in federation 
councils. President William Green 
said yesterday the council would 
consider formation of “federal” un- 
ions, directly under the federation, 
eventually to be combined into one 
big union to consolidate with or re- 
place the Amalgamated. 

Support Also for Williams. 

A letter indorsing S. Clay Wil- 
liams as chairman of the National 
Recovery Board was made public 
by Mr. Roosevelt today, in reply to 
organized labor demands for Wil- 
liams’ resignation. 

The letter was addressed to 
Green. Its publication was occa- 
sioned by statements attributed to 
Green that the President had told 
him it was inadvisable to remove 
Williams at this time.

Inhalator Crew on Hurry

A fireman and a truck driver 
were killed and two other men were 
injured when a Fire Department 
inhalator truck, traveling at high 
speed, crashed into a coal truck at 
Twenty-first and Chestnut streets 
at 2:20 p. m. today. 

Jeff Bone, 7120 Bancroft avenue, 
driver of the coal truck, which was 


empty, was decapitated as. the light 
Fire Department car smashed into 
the truck and drove it on to the 
sidewalk. 

John Dressel, 34 years old, 3954 
Delor street, a member of Engine 
Co. No. 41, riding as passenger in 
the inhalator truck, suffered skuli 
fractures and internal injuries, from 
which he died at City Hospital 40 
minutes after the crash, without 
having regained consciousness. 

Lester Hatcher, 29, 4839 Labadie 
avenue, driver of the Fire Depart- 
ment car, was taken to City Hos- 
pital suffering from cuts and 
bruises. Fred Wylie, Negro, 34A 
South Channing avenue, helper on 
Bone’s truck, suffered slight cuts on 
the head and face. 

Hatcher and Dressel were on 
their way from the engine house 
at Eleventh street and Lucas ave- 
nue to City Hospital No. 2 when 
they crashed into Bone’s truck. 
Hatcher said that he was driving at 
a brisk speed, and that his siren 
was sounding. He said that Bone, 
driving south in Twenty-first street, 
pulled directly in front of him, so 
that there was no chance to avoid 
his truck. 

Wylie told policemen he did not 
hear the siren, but Hatcher's state- 
ment that it was being sounded was 
confirmed by persons on Chestnut 
street who saw the Fire Depart- 
ment car heading westward. 

The inhalator truck was called 
out after Ernest Well, Negro por- 
ter for the Angelica Jacket Co. at 
1419 Olive street, had collapsed 
while at work. Well was dead when 
received at City Hospital No. 2. 


TOWNSEND PLAN IS CALLED 
BEST PROMOTION JOB IN U. S, 


Secretary of Social Security Asso- 
ciation Urges Congressional In- 
quiry Into Financing.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 6— 
Gustave Miller, a Bronx plumber,

and was reported to have been sup- 
ported by Chairman Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, and all but one Repub- 
lican member. Senator Norbeck 
(Rep.), South Dakota, it is under- 
stood, sided with the administra- 
tion. 
Probable Lineup on Dole. 


Senators McCarran of Nevada and 
Copeland of New York later were 
reported to have voted for the sub- 
stitute, making four Democrats of 
the committee against the admin- 
istration measure as it stands, Sena- 
tor Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, was 
reported to have been the only Re- 
publican not voting. This would

Takes Oath Before Gathering 
of Lawyers, Close Friends 
and Federal Officials. 


Judge Charles B. Faris was | 
sworn in today as a Judge of the, 
United States Circuit Court of Ap-| 
peals, Eighth Circuit. The oath | 
was administered by his colleague 
on the District Court bench here, 
Judge Charles B. Davis, in District 
Courtroom No. 1, over which Judge | 
Faris has presided for 15 years. 
The room was filled with lawvers, 
personal friends and heads of Fed- 
eral offices and bureaus. 

At the outset of the ceremony, 
Judge Faris sent a telegram to 
President Roosevelt, resigning from 
the District Court bench. Judge) 
Faris, who passed the retirement | 
age of 70 in October, was appointed | 
to the Appellate Court by the Presi- | 
dent on recommendation of Senator | 
Bennett C. Clark. It has. been) 
stated in official circles in Wash-| 
ington that Judge Faris is expected | 
to retire after a year’s service on) 
the appellate bench, and that Seth, 
Thomas of Iowa will then be ap-| 
pointed to the Court of Appeals. 

For the vacancy on the District! 
Court bench, Senator Clark has in-| 
dorsed George H. Moore, former} 
Collector of Internal Revenue, and| 
the names of Circuit Judges Wil-| 
liam C. Hughes of Montgomery City 
and Robert I. Cope of Poplar Bluff | 
have been put forward. 

In taking the oath, Judge Faris 
used a family Bible, taken to court 
by Mrs. Faris, which was more than 
100 years old, and which contained 
a bookmark embroidered by the 
Judge’s stepmother, when she was 
a girl, more than a century ago. 

District Attorney Harry Blanton 
made the first of several congratu- 
latory speeches, expressing pleasure 
that Judge Faris had been promot- 
ed, and regret that the bar and the 
public would lose him from the lo- 
cal bench, 

Fred L. Williams, who served with 
Judge Faris on the bench of the 
Missouri Supreme Court, said ne 
knew “what our Presidents perhaps 
have not known, that Judge Faris 
possesses ideal talents for an ap- 
pellate judge.” Edward J. White 
counsel for the Missouri Pacific 
trustees, said that in 30 years’ judi- 
cial service, Judge Faris had been 
“beyond suspicion.” Walter H. Da- 
vis, former assistant district attor- 
ney, praised Judge Faris’ integrity 
and his legal ability.

Ogburn, co 


President’s Letter. 


My Dear Mr. Ogburn—Your | 


letter of Jan. 28 and communica- 
tions along the same line, to 
which you refer, place a con- 
struction upon the creation, 
powers and functioning of the 
Automobile Labor Board, with 
which I cannot agree. The board 
was established by the Govern- 
ment and not as a board of ar- 
bitration, created by the parties 
to an agreement. 

There was in March, 1934, the 
possibility of a strike in this 
industry, arising out of contro- 
versies particularly concerning 
the right of employes to organ- 
ize freely for collective bargain- 
ing. The “principles of settle- 
ment” at that time recognized, 
not only the possibility, but the 
probability that groups of em- 
pleyes in this industry might 
choose different representatives 
or organizations to act in their 
behalf. Provision was made for 
the NRA to set up a “boand re- 
sponsible to the President of 
the United States,” and in the 
“principles of settlement,” it 
was stated that “the Govern- 
ment makes it clear that it fa- 
vors no particular union or par- 
ticular form of employe organ- 
ization or representation.” 

The board established by the 
Government was, therefore, cre- 
ated for the benefit of all em- 
ployers and employes in the in- 
dustry and to prevent discrim- 
ination against any employe 
who exercised his right freely 
to designate his representatives 
for collective bargaining. 


Responsible to President. 


The board so established is . 


responsible to the President and 
it is for the President to deter- 
mine whether the board is ful- 
filling its duties and how long 
the existence of the board 
should be continued. The 
board was not established in 
the code; but it will be noted 
that the authority under which 


the board and the code were 
both established expires June 
16, 1935. 

In the original creation of 
the board there was no pro- 
vision for the nomination of 
members of the board by any- 
one and in accepting advice, .r 
giving to persons an opportu- 
nity to suggest selections, the 
Government did not give to 
anyone a right to name mem- 
bers or otherwise to determine 
the membership of the board. 

At the present time the 
board is not only functioning 
to prevent. discrimination 
against employes and otherwise 
to carry out the purposes of its 
creation, but it is engaged also 
in the very important work of 
holding elections, whereby 
through secret ballot, under 
Government supervision, all 
employes are being given a full 
and fair opportunity to desig- 
nate their representatives, 
choosing them either as indi- 
viduals, or as representatives 
of a labor organization. The 
result of these elections must 
be to provide for the first time 
conclusive evidence of how and 
by whom the employes desire 
to be represented. 

What Balloting Shows. 


When these elections are 
completed, the freely chosen 
representatives of the employes 
will be able to associate them- 
Selves together to bargain col- 
lectively, or otherwise to rep- 
resent the interests of their 
constituents. Thereby both the 
employers and the Government 
will be able to determine the 
wishes of the employes and will 
be assured that those who 
claim to represent the employes 
and their wishes are, in fact, 
their duly designated and au- 
thorized representatives. 

Under these circumstances, 
it would seem that any organi- 
zation of employes in this in- 
dustry, or any organization 
claiming to represent such em- 
ployes, would avail itself fully 
of the opportunity to establish 
the authentic character of its 
representation. 

From the reports of recent 
balloting in the elections now 
being held, it appears clearly 
that all but a very small per- 
centage of the employes are 
availing themselves of this op- 
portunity. If the Government 
should, at this time, annul or 
impair the power of the Auto- 
mobile Labor Board to conduct 
these elections, it would be 
placed in the position of -pre- 
venting the employes from yot- 
ing, instead of fulfilling its 
promise to afford them a full 
and fair opportunity to exer- 
cise this right.

Phese 
reasons were made clear to you 
in a letter sent to you at Hyde 
Park Sept. 11, 1934, by Presi- 
dent Green of the American 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 


Federation of Labor with the 
accompanying resolutions 
adopted Aug. 31 by the National 
Council of Automobile Workers. 
The reasons for this withdrawal 
were given you in my letter to 
you of Dec. 19, and were reit- 
erated in the public announce- 
ment made by Mr. Green (pres- 
ident of A. F. of L), through the 
press on the 24th instant, which 
had heretofore been withheld. 

You are thus familiar with 
our construction of the settle- 
ment of March 25, which is that 
this was an agreement between 
the parties to the controversy 
then threatening a strike, to 
wit, the automobile manufactur- 
ers and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Your successful 
mediation of this controversy 
resulted in the announcement 
by you of the terms of settle- 
ment accepted by both sides, 
one of the terms of which in- 
cluded the appointment of a 
board with limited jurisdiction 
—one a labor representative, an- 
other an industry representa- 
tive, and a neutral chairman, 
all to be appointed by the NRA. | 
The labor representative was) 
selected by the American Fed- | 
eration of Labor Federal La- | 
bor Unions, as parties to the’ 
agreement, the industry mem-| 
ber by the manufacturers, as | 
parties to the agreement, and | 
the chairman was designated by | 
the NRA, The announcement of 
the settlement made by you and | 
the appointment of the board | 
were not done under your ex-| 
ecutive order. 

Analogy in Union Contracts. 

An analogy is found in many | 
union contracts with employ-. 
ers under which both _ sides) 
agree to leave unsettled issues | 
to an arbitration board com-| 
posed of one member repre-| 
senting the union, one repre-| 
senting the employer, and an | 
impartial chairman to be ap- | 
pointed by a Federal District | 
Judge who, if he accepts the, 
task, thus becomes responsible | 
for the appointment. Such an) 
arbitration board, however, is | 
not a judicial board or creature 
of the court. 

You are thoroughly familiar | 
with our view that since this | 
agreement was without dura- | 
tion of time, either party could | 
withdraw by giving notice to 
the other party. Before the 
ending of the agreement by 
such withdrawal all decisions 
and rulings of the board within 
its jurisdiction are binding on 
the two parties. | 

This withdrawal isin no sense | 
an abrogation of the agreement, 
but is a perfectly legal manner 
of ending it. Had the agree- 
ment been for a fixed duration 
of time, we would have neces- 
sarily awaited the expiration | 
date. 

The Automobile Labor Board 
thus had no legal status except 
under this agreement of the 
two parties. The withdrawal of 
one party from the agreement, 
thus bringing the agreement to 
an end, naturally terminates 
the existence of the board. 

Issues in Acute Stage. 

During the period of uncer- 
tainty pending the public an- 
nouncement of the withdrawal 
of the American Federation of 
Labor from this settlement, seri- 
ous controversies under section 
7 (A) of the Recovery Act have 
been accumulating in the auto- 
mobile industry, some of them | 
in their nature outside of the. 
limited jurisdiction of the Au- 
tomobile Labor Board. 

These issues are pressing for 
settlement; some are in an 
acute stage. The automobile 
labor problem is today by far 
the most serious labor problem 
in America. The facts adduced 
by the recent NRA investiga- 
tion of the automobile industry 
under your order demonstrates 
this fact. 

Automobile workers have 
the same rights as all other 
workers in coded industries to 
self-organization guaranteed 
them in section 7 (A) of the 
Recovery Act, and to have their 
controversies under’ section 7 
(A) submitted to the National 
Labor Relations Board for in- 
vestigation and findings of fact, 
pending a determination by you 
of whether a special impartial 
board should be appointed for 
the automobile industry with 
full powers. The exercise of 
the jurisdiction by the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board will, 
I am sure, relieve the present

AFTER TESTIMONY 


R. B. Brundrett, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Supplied Part of 
Data for Plaintiffs in Re- 
ceivership Suit. 


Ralph B. Brundrett, vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer of the Hamilton, 
Brown Shoe Co., was discharged 


yesterday, a day after the annual 
stockholders’ meeting at which the 
controlling group within the com- 
pany had strengthened its position 
against the minority faction seek- 
ing to put the firm in receivership. 

Testimony at recent deposition 
hearings brought out that Brun- 
drett, an employe of the company 
for 26 years, had supplied much of 
the data relied upon by the plain- 
tiffs in the receivership suit, and 
had conferred frequently with them 
while the suit was in preparation. 

Luke E. Hart, president of the 
company, declined to comment on 
Brundrett‘s dismissal. He said the 
board of directors would meet with- 
in two weeks to elect his successor. 
Brunderett was paid $4500 a year. 
He lives at 1221 McCausland ave- 
nue. 

Brundrett testified, when his dep- 
osition was taken, that he  pre- 
pared, at the instance of Hart and 
Alanson C. Brown, a balance sheet 
for last June 30, which was mis- 
leading in that it included among 
current assets as item of $78,000 
for lasts, dies and patterns, al- 
though such equipment was set out 


specifically elsewhere in the state-| 


ment at the nominal value of $1.

The receivership suit, which will

of the company. They were re- 
elected directors at the annual 
stockholders’ meeting Monday, and 
their supporters won two other 
places on the board, leaving two 
‘laces for the minority group, which 
had had three representatives.

Objections to the proposal of the 
First National Co., former invest- 
ment affiliate of the First National 


Bank, to borrow $4,403,075 from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to enable a 46 per cent pay- 
ment on it defaulted “guaranteed 
first mortgage participations,” were 
filed in Circuit Court yesterday by 
M. Lazarus Seigle and his daugh- 
ter, Cecelia, described as holders 
of $6500 of the participations. 

The First National Co., formerly 
owned by the bank’s stockholders, 
sold $9,577,500 of the _ so-called 
“suaranteed participations” to the 
public and then permitted them to 
go into default May 1, 1933. 

Conditions of the RFC loan 
were indefinite and possibly preju- 
dicial to rights which might be as- 
serted by holders seeking to hold 
the bank jointly liable with the 
company, the objectors stated. They 
asked that the court enter no orde

of the participations to May 1, 1942, | 


appeared to be “superfluous to the 
interests of the RFC,” the Seigles 
said, and could not be to the best 
interests of any of the interested 
parties other than the First Na- 
tional Bank. The four-year exten- 
sion had been made a condition of 
the 46 per cent payment. Holders 
of about 78 per cent of the partici- 
pations had agreed to a five-year 
extension, to May 1, 1938, following 
the default, 

Furthermore, there was no pro- 
vision in the commitment of the 
RFC which would postpone or limit 
a sale of the underlying real es- 
tate mortgages under foreclosure 
on maturity of the loan, the objec- 
tors said. The RFC might be un- 
able to grant an extension of its 
Joan, to run three years, since its 
future depended on Congress, they 
pointed out. 

The company’s plan contemplat- 
ed pledge to the RFC of all the out- 
standing rea] estate mortgage notes 
and bonds behind the _ participa- 
tions. These notes and bonds, most 
of them having a face value of $1000 
to $5000, had a total face value of 
about $9,700,000 when the partici- 
pations were sold, but there was a 
default in principal or interest pay- 
ments on $4,427,615 at the time of 
the default in the _ participations, 
according to an auditor’s report. 

Under the plan, the RFC would 
liquidate enough of the piedged as- 
sets to satisfy its loan and equity 
remaining would revert to trustees 
for benefit of the participation hold- 
ers. So far the trustees, the First 
Natioan] Bank and former Gov. 
Henry S. Caulfield, have made two 
distributions totaling only 4 _ per 
cent, $383,100. Caulfield was ap- 
pointed co-trustee by the Circuit 
Court to settle litigation brought by 
participation holders.

House Committee Favorably 
Reports Bill After Hear- 
ing Chief of Staff.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—An 
army of 165,000 enlisted men and 
12,400 officers was recommended to 
Congress by the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee yesterday. 

The committee, after hearing a 
detailed statement of the Army’s 
needs from Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur, chief of staff, favorably re- 
ported the Thompson bill to pro- 
vide for the augmented army. 

The Army now consists of 118,750 
men and 12,000 officers, and the 
additional 46,250 men and 400 offi- 
cers would be added, under the 
bill’s provisions, over a five-year 
period. 

MacArthur declared that appro- 
priations totaling $405,000,000 were 
necessary to modernize thoroughly 
the Army and to insure the nation’s 
defense against any possible aggres- 
sion.
